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NIN HE City of BATH is ſituated in he 
North-eaft part of the county of Somer- 
\ ſet, upon the river AVON, about 107 


miles diſtant from London. Many cir- 


cumſtances have concurred to render this. place 


famous, but none more than its celebrated Waters, 

which have been remarkable from the earlieſt ac- 
counts of the place that we have from antiquity : Of 
thefe, as being the principal inducement to the re- 


ſort of ſtrangers hither, we ſhall firſt ſpeak.

THE Baths beſt known here are three in num- 
ber, viz. thoſe which ga under the names of the 
King's, the Hot, and the Croſs-Bath, and a fourth 
ſet of Baths, belonging to his Grace the Duke of 
Kingſton, ------ Beſides theſe, there are the Queen's, 
and the Leper's Baths; but as theſe have no ſepa- 
rate ſprings of their own, the firſt being ſupplied 


from the King's Bath, and the laſt from the Hot 


Bath, they are not here enumerated. 


ALL theſe ſprings are exceedingly iel but 


| thoſe which ſupply the King's Bath, are by much 


| the moſt conſiderably ſo, ſince they fill the Bath 
in about eight hours: The King's and Queen's 
Baths, which are ſupplied from the ſame ſource, as 


has been before mentioned, contain both together 


_ upwards of 428 tons, when filled to the uſual height; 
whereas the other two do not yield one-eight 

part of that quantity in the ſame time, the Hot 

Bath yielding rather more than 53 tons, and the ; 


: Croſs Bath rather more than 54 t tons. 


Tux ſprings at the Duke of Kingſton's, have not, 
As we can learn, ever been computed; but they 


ſeem to approach nearly to the Croſs and Hot 


Baths, in the quantity of water they ſupply. |

THE KiNG's BATH, the firſt of theſe, riſes about 
152 ſeet South-weſt of the Abbey Church; its di- 
menſions are 65 feet ten inches, by 40 feet ten 


inches; ſeveral ſprings ariſe in it, which contribute 


to ſupply it, and the greateſt of theſe 1s received at 
its firſt riſe into a large leaden ciſtern, or reſervoir, 
the bottom of which is about four feet below the 
ſurface, and nearly in the middle of the King's 
Bath. In this are inſerted the pipes of the ſeveral 
pumps which yield the water for drinking, by which 


means, as the water flows upwards in a ſtrong, large, 


and uninterrupted ſtream, all communication be- 
_ tween the water which ſupplies the pumps uſed for 


_ thoſe who drink the waters, and the water in the 


Baths, 18 prevented. 


Is the middle of the King's Bath there is a 


covered wooden building, for the accommodation 


of the bathers in bad weather, furniſhed with ſeats 
on the inſide, and niches with ſeats on the out- 


| fide, and niches and ſeats of ſtone are likewiſe 
| diſpoſed. round the ſides of the Bath for the ſame 
purpoſe, There are likewiſe two or more ſmall 


wooden buildings beſides, covered from the wea- 


ther on the ſide, in the King's Bath, with doors 
to ſhut cloſe to confine the. Bogen, and thus in- 


creale the heat, 
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ADJACENT to the Bath are ſeveral chamiden, 


called ſlips, in two of which fires are conſtantly | 


kept, and which ſerve as dreſſing-rooms for the 
bathers, 


NEAR the Bath likewiſe are two ſmall rooms, 
one for the men and another for the women, in 
which are pumps with flexible tubes fixed to their 
pipe, for the purpoſe of conveying the hot water 


in a ſtream to any particular limb or part of the 
body. Theſe are called dry pumps, in oppoſition 
to thoſe which are uſed during the time of bathing, |

O the North-ſide of this Bath is ſituated the 


Pump-room, where the water is uſually drank. It 
is a large room, and ſerves for a meeting place for 

the company every morning from eight till ten 
o'clock, during which time the band of muſic play

Tux Qu Ex's BATH is adjoining to the King's, 
and is ſupplied with water from it through a com- 

municating arched paſſage, by which the bathers 

paſs from one to the other. Its dimenſions are 25 


feet 4 inches, by 24 feet 2 inches.

Tux CROss-BATEH ariſes in the South-weſt part 


of the city, on the oppoſite fide of Stall-ſtreet : Its 
dimenſions are 24 feet 6 inches by 19 feet 11 inches. 
In the middle of this is placed an elegant marble 
edifice, erected by the Earl of Melfort, in the year 
1687, as a memorial of Mary Queen to King James 
II. bathing in it, and her proving pregnant aſter- 
wards, which was attributed in a great meaſure to 


that circumſtance. Round the ſides of the Bath are 


| ſtone ſeats and niches for the accommodation of the 


| bathers, as in the King's Bath, and alſo dreſſing- 
rooms on the ſides furniſhed with proper conveni- 
encies. There are alſo pumps in the Bath, for 
_ thoſe who chuſe to have any part of the body 


| pumped on during the time of bathing, or to drink 
the waters whilſt in the Bath. On the North fide 
is a ſmall Pump-room, for thoſe who drink the 


waters of this Bath, with the tube of the pump in- 
ſerted into a ciſtern under ground, as in the King's 


Bath, 


Ius Hor Bark is ſituated about 120 feet 

South weſt of the Croſs Bath: Its dimenſions are 
| go feet 82 inches by 19 feet 11 inches. In the 
middle of this is a ſtone building, with feats to ac- 

commodate the bathers in bad weather, with niches 


and ſeats in hem for the lame purpoſe on the ſides 
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of it. On the Norch-ſide is a ſmall pump-room 


for thoſe who drink the waters, with the tube of the 


pump fixed into a ſtone ciſtern in the middle of the 
Bath.

 BEs51DEs the above-mentioned, there are an ele- 
gant ſet of private Baths, belonging to his Grace 


the Duke of Kingſton, ſituate oppoſite Kingſton- 
bauildings, in the Abbey Church-yard. They are 
erected on the foundation of ſome Roman Baths 
found there, and are three in number, each of them 
ſufficiently large to bathe a ſingle perſon, with an 
elegant dreſſing-room to each, and waiting-room | 
for ſervants: Each Bath is filled with freſh water 
for every perſon that bathes, and by ſeveral contri - 
vances the heat may be moderated to any degree 
deſired. There are likewiſe conveniencies for

as fulphur 1 18 found; in conſiderable quantity in the 


ſand which the King's Bath water brings up with 


its ſtream ; and as it may be diſſolved in or inti- 


mately united with water, by means of ſome earthy 
ſubſtances which frequently occur beneath the ſur- 


face of the earth, and which are found in great 


quantity round this place. This, I ſay, takes off 


the objection in a great degree, that ſulphur could 


not be united with water by any natural means. 
Another objettion, viz. that the taſte of ſulphur 


would be eaſily diſcoverable, 18 likewiſe obviated | 
by an experiment made with an artificial ſolution 


of ſulphur made by theſe-means, which when di- 


luted to the degree it may be reaſonably ſuppoſed 
in the Bath waters, is not obviouſly diſtinguiſhable 
to the taſte, nor does it exhibit the ſame appear- 


ances with ſulphur in another form on chemical 


examination. The exiſtence of ſulphur is alſo ren- 
| ered more probable from the exact ſimilarity of 
the effeQs of chemical ſubſtances on the Bath wa- 
ters, and an artificial ſolution of ſulphur made in 
that manner. But ſulphur, tho' its preſence in the 
waters be highly probable, and in all likelihood of 
conſiderable efficacy, is not the only ingredient. 
Common ſalt and ſelenites are eaſily diſcoverable in 
them by their chryſtals on evaporation of the waters. 
Iron likewiſe is preſent, though in very ſmall quan- 
ty, But it ſeems likely that the moſt active part of

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their i impregnation is a ſubtile volatile ſubſtance of 
the aerial kind, which is plentiſully contained in 
them, and which ſeems to be much of the ſame na- 
ture with what the modern philoſophers have dif.

f To the exhalation of this volatile ſubſtance is ow- 
ing the great abatement of the efficacy of the waters 


on ſtanding. It is not, however, here meant to af- 


ſert, that this is the only active ſubſtance that enters 
into the compoſition of the Bath waters, ſince there 
can be little doubt but the other ingredients, as the 
iron, faline ſubſtances, and the ſulphureous impreg- 
nation, have their ſhare in 9 at leaſt the :

the ſeveral diſorders for which they are nioſt cele- 
brated. 


Auoc the many complaints for the cure of which 
| the Bath waters are remarkable, the Gout, perhaps, 
bears the firſt place. In bringing the paroxyſms of 


this diforder to a happy criſis, by fixing them in their 
proper ſituation---the extremities, and thus relieving 


8 the head, ſtomach, and vital parts, in promoting | 
the exit of the gouty matter by an eaſy and gentle : 
: perſpiratory diſcharge, and thus in a manner moſt 


agreeable to nature, giving a ſull and compleat ter- 


mination to the paroxyſm, and by that means ren- 
dering the intervals more compleat, and the limbs 
leſs likely to become rigid, the Bath Waters inwardly 
taken are unparalleled. Nor are they leſs effica- 
cious in certain ſtages of it, hen externally applied.

and afterwards rebuilt in the year 1721. By this 


inſtitution, 50 boys and 30 girls are cloathed and 
inſtructed. 


Beſides the above-mentioned charitable inſtitu- 
tions, there is another for ſupplying the poor of 
this city, and thoſe of Widcombe and Walcot with 
advice and medicines gratis. This charitable under- 
taking is called the Pauper-Scheme, and is wholly 
ſupported by voluntary ſubſcription. Contributions 


for this charity are received by Mr. Goulding, the 


Treaſurer, at his houſe on the North-Parade; at 
Mr. Gyde's Rooms; and by Meſſrs. Bull and Fre- 
derick, Bookſellers, where ſubſcription books are 
g kept.

In this is an original picture of the 
late celebrated Mr. NAS H, judged to be the beſt re- 
ſemblance of him ever taken, with three hiſtory 
pictures bought at the late Mr. Allen's ſale, the ſub- 
jects of which are, the death of Germanicus; the 
diſcovery of Joſeph to his Brethren ; and Mutius 
Scævola burning his hand before Porſena.—There 
are beſides ſome landſcapes of leſs conſequence.— 
The Card-room is 60 feet long, and go in breadth, 
with a plain coved cieling, and another original 
picture of Mr. Naſh hanging in it. There are alſo 
two other rooms of a ſmaller ſize, one above and 
the other below ſtairs, ſor drinking tea. 


Ar the New Aſſembly Rooms, the Ball- room is 
105 ſeet 8 inches long, 42 feet 8 inches wide, and 
42 feet 6 inches high. — The Card-room is an 
ottogon of 48 ſeet diameter; and has in it a portrait 
of Mr. Wap, painted by Mr. Gainſborough. — 
The Tea-Room is 60 fect long and 42 wide: Both 
this and the card-room are of the ſame height with 
the ball-room. There is a Coffee-Room on the 
right ſront of the building, a Billiard-Room above 
fairs, and a Cold-Bath below. The remainder of 
the edifice is appropriated for lodging-rooms for ſer- : 
vants, and other conveniencies. . 
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IN as particular a manner as the limits of this lit- 
tle tract would admit, we have taken notice of the 


public ſtructures and charities in this city. The 
Guildhall next deſerves our attention: It is ſitu- 


ated in the Market-Place, and was rebuilt in the 
year 1625, agreeable to the plan of Inigo Jones, 

the celebrated architect. The whole ſtructure is of 
the Doric and Ionic orders; but the South front 
Was taken down about 4o years ſince, and rebuilt in 
a more elegant manner. In the Hall is preſerved 
a head of Minerva, caſt in metal, a Very curious 
| piece of antiquity, that was dug up in Stall-ſtreet, 
oppoſite the Three-Tuns, in the yeer 1725. The 


inſide of the Hall is ornamented with the pictures 


of his Royal Highneſs Frederick Prince of Wales, 
and his Royal Conſort, which are at the upper end, 
being preſented by their Royal Highneſſes to the 


Corporation on account of the reſpect ſhewn them 
when at Bath. His Roval Highneſs allo preſented 
them with a magnificent wrought gilt cup and ſal- 
ver, which are uſed at moſt of the public enter- 


nts. Over the door is a picture of the late 
Rickard Naſh, Eſq; and at the bottom of the room 


are the portraits of the Earl of Chatham and Lord 
Camden, all painted by Mr. Hoare; and round a 
Hall are the pictures of the Corporation, painted 


by Vandyce, at the expence of the late General 
Wade, ay a a compliment for their free and unani- 
4 mous 
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- mous choice of him as their repreſentative in three 


ſucceſſive parliaments. The General's picture 18 
alſo in the Hall. 


THE Quarter Seſſions of the peace for the liber- 
ties of this city are held in the Guildhall. The city 
is governed by the Mayor, Recorder, and Alder- 
men, beſides twenty Common-council, though the 
number of Aldermen (out of which the Mayor and 
Juſtices are choſen) is not to exceed ten, or be leſs 
than four. The Mayor for the time being and Re- 


corder are Juſtices of the Quorum, and out of the 
Aldermen are annually choſen two other Juſtices of 


the Peace. F rom among the Common-council, (ex- 


cept the ſenior, who is always Chamberlain) are 


yearly choſen two Bailiffs, or Sheriffs, and two Com 


fables, which, with the Town-Clerk, form the 
whole of the Corporation, though this laſt has no 
0 vote upon any affairs of the city. 


| _ powers granted to the Mayor and Corpora- 


tion of this city by ſeveral charters, for the good 
order and government thereof, are very full aud 
extenſive; a court of record is held here every 
Monday, (by virtue of a charter granted by Queen 
: Elizabeth to the Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens, 
which has cognizance of all perſonal actions within 
the ſaid city or its liberties, in caſe the debt or da- 
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mages does not exceed or amount to 40s. and this 


court has power of iſſuing all due proceſſes in as 


ample a manner as any other court of record in an\ 


city, borough, or town corporate in England. Of 


this court the Town-Clerk is the Prothonotary, and 
the Serjeants at Mace for the time being are the at- 
torneys; and all proceſſes iſſued out of the ſaid 
court are directed to and returnable by the Bailifk 
and Serjeants at Mace for the Time being.

Europe, out of Italy. In the middle of this Square is 
an obeliſk, erected by the late celebrated Mr. Naſh, 
in the year 1738, in honour of the late Prince and 
Princeſs of Wales, the parents of his preſent Ma- 
jeſty, with an inſcription denoting the intention of 
the erector; but except the laſt-mentioned circum- 


ſtance, neither the building or inſcription have 
much to recommend them. — A ſmaller obeliſk, of 
a more elegant form, was erected in the Grove by 
che ſame Gentleman, in honour of the Prince of 
Orange, who recovered his health by the uſe ee 
waters in the year 1734.———The Square isi was 


begun in the year 1729. 


Tux Circus is a moſt elegant pile of building, of 
a circular form, compoſed of the three orders of 
architecture, properly placed one above another, 
which have a moſt ſtriking effect: Some think that 
the buildings are rather too low to admit the three 
orders, and on that account prefer the ſouth front 
ol the Square, and Creſcent, where one of them 
is employed. But the Circus is much ſuperior to 
the Square on another account, viz. in being en- 
tirely open, and not having the inner part encloſed 
as in the Square, which obſtructs and interrupts 
the view of the whole, and diminiſhes che conveni- 


ence of it as an open place. 
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Tux Creſcent, when finiſhed, will probably be 
one of the fineſt pieces of building in Europe. It 
is built in an elliptical form, with one order of pil- 
lars only, as in the Square, ſupporting the upper 
- cornice, but with this difference, that here the Ionic 
order is uſed, whereas in the Square the Corinthian 
was choſen. Many think it, nevertheleſs, inferior 
in ſome reſpefts to the architecture of the ſouth 
front of the Square. The ruſtic baſement in the 
latter, on which the pillars ſtand, gives an air of 
ſtability and firmneſs which is wanting in the Cre- 
ſce a, where it was even more neceſſary than in 
the other, as the pillars are much larger, and of the 
Ionic order, which being originally intended to 


ſtand under the Corinthian, were thicker in pro- -— 


5 portion, and of conſequence the want of an appa-

Ax OTHER ſuperiority of the ſouth Front of the 
Square to the Creſcent, is that the centre is better 
formed. That of the Square is maſterly and pro- 
per, and according to the beſt architectural rules; 


but the wretched attempt to make a centre in the 


Creſcent, where none was neceſſary, is abſurd and 


prepoſterous in a high degree. The pairing the 


pillars is too ſmall a difference to be noted in ſo large 
a building; as is the window intended to be the 
centre; and the former of theſe circumſtances has 


1 


led them into an egregious ſoleciſm, viz. that of 
placing a window directly under each pair of the 
pillars. Had the centre been deſired, it would 
have been ſurely more eligible, as a chapel for di- 
vine ſervice was wanted in that part of the town, 
and is now building but a few yards off, to have 
made that the centre. Had this been built with a 
dome in front, it would have formed a center wor- 


thy of the building, and reſembled the College of 


the Four Nations at Paris, which is built in a form 
similar to the Creſcent, with the dome in the mid- 
dle, the good effect of which has been univerſally 
acknowledged. But notwithſtanding theſe defects, 
the Creſcent is perhaps, on the whole, the moſt 
beautiful, both in architecture and ſituation, of any '

Pierpoint-Street, form a fine regular pile of build-

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Diredions for Travellers, Oc. when to paſs over at 
Ausr and NEW PASSAGES, between England 
and Wales. 


K a paſſage over this great river (Severn) is of 


vaſt importance to thoſe who want to travel 


between England and Wales; and people who are 


unacquainted with the hours of paſſing, very often 
loſe/a great deal of time and buſineſs, in waiting on 
both fides for paſſing : Therefore obſerve, that the 
winds for paſſing are accounted but two ſorts, viz. 


all the winds that are ſoutherly and weſterly, are 


called the winds below, and thoſe northerly the winds 


above; and when wind and tide go both one way, 
there is no paſſing, except at the going out of the 
tide at Auſt; when at three quarters ebb you may
